2. The existing Sub-Para (b) of Para 5.11 of FTP which reads as under has been amended :- 

"Duty paid on capital goods (excluding portion CENVA Ted/Rebated) shall be remitted in the form of freely transferable duty 
credit script(s)". 

The amended Sub-Para (b) of Para 5.11 of FTP will now read as under: 

"Basic Customs duty paid on Capital Goods shall be remitted in the form of freely transferable duty credit script(s), 
similar to those issued under Chapter 3 of FTP." 
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3. Effect of this Amendment: 

It is clarified that duty credit scrips issued under Post Export EPCG Scheme will be issued only in respect of basic customs 
duty and will have the same features as Chapter 3 scrips.

1. Short title. This Act may be called the Appropriation (Railways) Vote on Account Act, 2013. 

2. Withdrawal of Rs. 50458,19,68,000 from and out of the Consolidated Fund of India for the financial year 2013-14. 

From and out of the Consolidated Fund of India there may be withdrawn sums not exceeding those specified in column 3 of the 
Schedule amounting in the aggregate to the sum of fifty thousand four hundred fifty-eight crore, nineteen lakh and sixty-eight thousand 
rupees towards defraying the several charges which will come in course of payment during the financial year 2013-14, in respect of the 
services relating to Railways specified in column 2 of the Schedule.

1. Short title. This Act may be called the Appropriation (Railways) No.2 Act, 2013. 

2. Issue of Rs.3056,85,87,626 out of the Consolidated Fund of India to meet certain expenditure for the financial year 
ended on the 31st day of March, 2011. From and out of the Consolidated Fund of India the sums specified in column 3 of the 
Schedule amounting in the aggregate to the sum of three thousand and fifty-six crore, eighty-five lakh, eighty-seven thousand, six 
hundred and twenty-six rupees shall be deemed to have been authorised to be paid and applied to meet the amounts spent for 
defraying the charges in respect of the services relating to Railways specified in column 2 of the Schedule during the financial year 
ended on the 31st day of March, 2011 in excess of the amounts granted for those services and for that year.
